Council Discusses A Variety 
Of Problems; Acts on Some

City council discussed, Monday night, some. needed improve- 
ments that have been set back because of the recently defeated 
referendum. Among these are a major repair of the swimming 
pool, and a new playground area requested by Lakewood citizens. 
Council members also heard complaints by Lakeside residents that 
contractors on the neighboring development have muddied their 
street and been inconsiderate in matters of parking. 


City manager James Giese out- 
lined a proposal developed in his 
talks with a Capital Beltway con- 
tractor, for deepening the shallow 
end of the lake. The contractor 
offers to do the work - using drag- 
line equipment to dredge and create 
an island - in return for the use 
of city warehouse space to house 
some of his own equipment, for a 
period of 18 months. No capital 
outlay would thus be required, and 
the proposal would benefit both 
parties. There was general a- 
greement that Giese be authorized 
to draw the proposal up in detail. 
with due regard for city interests. 

Notice was received by the city 
of an application to rezone 125 acres 
of land, just west of Beltway Pla- 
za, from rural residential to heavy 
industrial. Councilman Champion 
pointed out that the area in ques- 
tion borders on the Springhill de- 
velopment, and therefore’ the 
Springhill builders as well as the 
Beltway Plaza developer should be 
made aware of this application. He 
suggested that the Advisory Plan- 
ning Board consider this proposed 
zoning change carefully. 

Swimming Pool 

Manager Giese reported that sev- 
eral contractors have looked over 
the swimming pool repair job, but 
no firm bid has been received. It 
was his feeling that the fall would 
be a better time to press ahead with 
the project. Councilman Goldfa- 
den, however, argued that it had 
been postponed many times already 
and was badly needed. The ques- 
tion of pool repair is linked to the 
admission charge, in that a higher 
charge this summer would be jus- 
tified if the pool is improved. Coun- 
cilman Phillips urged an early pub- 
licity campaign in this connection, 
to get more family subscriptions. 
Giese was requested to look into 
possible definite bids so a _ rea- 
sonable judgment can be made 
whether the project can be car- 
ried out now. 


Youth Center 

Efficient use of the Youth Center 
was discussed, with three of the 
councilmen noting that the build- 
ing was designed especially to be 
used by both junior and senior 
groups at the same time. At pre- 
sent, one group uses the building 
at a time. A complaint by some 
parents has been voiced about this, 
according to Champion. Also, there 
appears to be a lack of programs 
for the girls, most planned pro- 
grams being for boys. Bud Dean of 
the Recreation Advisory Board 
spoke for the present one-group 
approach, and stated that the Board 
will present concrete recommenda- 
tions concerning this and other re- 
lated matters in about three weeks. 

In regard to the Lakeside citi- 
zens’ complaint about mud and 
parking annoyances to their street, 
the consensus appeared to be that 
the parking situation could be ef- 
fectively taken care of under ex- 
isting ordinances, especially such 
blatant violations as parking di- 
rectly in front of driveways (which 
have happened!). Councilman Can- 
ning was in favor of giving the 
contractors some time to show com- 
pliance in the matter of keeping 
the streets cleaner; action could 
be taken later if necessary. 

Robert Cottington spoke for Lake-

wood residents in asking for a bas- 
ketball court in their area. This 
raised the question of needed play- 
ground areas in this and other 
parts of the city. It was agreed 
that the matter was important, and 
a motion was unanimously passed 
that the manager submit a report 
on the feasibility of financing such 
playground areas. 
Court Parking 

Joe Hanyok of Lakeside pro- 
posed a novel approach 'to the per- 
ennnial problem of parking places 
in courts; he would “give them 
back to G.H.I.” The problem had 
been raised again by the complaints 
of residents of 6 court of Hillside. 
Giese reported, however, that the 
present assignment is as fair as 
is possible with the limited area 
available. The original reasons for 
the informal transfer (there is no 
written agreement, according to 
Council members) of the parking 
areas from GHI to the city were 
that the city thereby collects State 
highway funds for their upkeep, 
and also the city can more effective- 
ly police the areas. Hanyok, how- 
ever, seriously questioned the le- 
eality or the practice of city as- 
signment of individual parking 
on areas maintained with general 
tax money. Giese mentioned that 
this point is among those on which 
he is conferring with the city soli- 
citor. 

Commercial Sign 

The Greenbelt Businessmens’ As- 
sociation in a letter requested a 
meeting with the council to discuss 
erection of a sign at the entrance 
to Greenbelt, advertising the shop- 
ping center. The request was dis- 
eussed, at length, particularly the 
aspect that the backing of the city 
was being asked for in applying to 
the Planning Commission for use 
of State land. The council view, 
supported by Lewis Bernstein of 
of the Advisory Planning Board, 
was that a more detailed proposal 
had to be made before serious con- 
sideration could be given to it. 

Other actions taken were the ap- 
pointment of Owen Crowder of 41-B 
Ridge to the Recreation Advisory 
Committee, and the passing of a 
unanimous motion to authorize 
Giese to have a definite city map 
drawn up by Greenhorne and O’- 
Mara. Crowder lives at 41-B Ridge, 
with wife Dorothy and two children, 
Frances and Mark. He is a grad- 
uate of American University and 
is employed as an analyst for the 
Defense Department. The Crow- 
ders have resided in Greenbelt for 
the past 10 years.

GHI BOARD DISCUSSES PRO-CON 
STATEMENTS FOR NEWSLETTER

The question of inserting pro-and-con statements on contro- 
versial matters into the News Letter, the house organ of Green- 
belt Homes., Inc., was reopened by GHI president Harry Zubkoff 
at last Thursday’s board meeting. Zubkoff was absent when the 
board, at its previous meeting on January 24, voted 4-2 in favor 


of this action. 

Declaring that he was not op- 
posed to the concept of having 
pro-and-con. statements, Zubkoff 
wanted to know what the ground 
rules and procedures would be for 
publishing the material. For ex- 
ample, he asked whether each side 
would have access to the material 
prepared by the other side. If not, 
would there then be rebuttals? 

Director Ed Burgoon took: this 
opportunity to again state that such 
an exchange of views could only 
lead to undignified squabbling. He 
thought that the News Review, ra- 
ther than the corporation’s house 
organ, would be a better forum for 
exchanging controversial views, es- 
pecially since the News Review has 
repeatedly pledged that its pages 
are open to all critical letters. 

Other questions raised by Zub- 
koff were: Would there be any 
editing of the material prepared for 
factual accuracy? If so, who would 
do the editing? Would any at- 
tempt be made by the editor to 
equal up the space provided each 
side? Who would determine the 
scope of the topic to be discussed 
and would there be rules against 
including material not germane to 
the topic? Would the material 
bear the signatures of the authors? 

The board action of January 24 
did not contain any particular 
guidelines as to the ground rules 
that would be followed in the pro- 
and-con statement on the patronage 
refund and reduction in monthly 
charges. GHI manager Roy Brea- 
shears stated at last Thursday’s 
meeting that he certainly was not 
going to edit any pro-and-con ma- 
terial presented to him. The board 
agreed that it would be putting 
their manager in an unfair: posi- 
tron’ to ask fim to do such an edi- 
ting job. 

Director Joe Cherry suggested 
that an independent board commit- 
tee consisting of representatives of 
all factions be set up to supervise 
and edit future pro-and-con state- 
ments, but that the current pro- 
and-con statement authorized in the 
January 24 meeting be run as sub- 
mitted without any further delay. 
This idea was endorsed by Burgoon 
and the board agyeed to it. 

Rules Invalid 


Zubkoff earlier in the meeting, in 
order. to--reopen the subject, first 
ruled that the January 24 board 
action was out of order on grounds 
that board procedures adopted last 
summer provided that matters not 
on the agenda could not be voted 
on the same night introduced. 

Both directors Bill Helm and Joe 
Comproni took exception to this 
ruling, arguing that Zubkoff had 
no authority to take this unilateral 
action. Audit chairman Bernard 
Bordenet stated that board proce- 
dures are not binding. Further- 
more, it was pointed out that no 
one raised the question of violation 
of board procedures at the January 
24 meeting. 

Zubkoff then rescinded his ruling, 
declaring that he did not want his 
action to be misconstrued as an 
attempt to muzzle the opposing bloc. 
He was only interested, he said, in 
having orderly procedures govern 
the presentation of pro-and-con 
statements. Comproni had earlier 
charged that Zubkoff, not content 
with exercising control of GHI news 
through the News Review, was 
now seeking to censor the house 
organ also. 

Peters Resigns 


The board received the resigna- 
tion of board director Ed Peters 
and audit committee member Hen- 
ry Lyons. Peters stated that his 
job will keep him away from Green- 
belt for another two months. Ly- 
ons informed the board that he is 
now living in Seabrook. 

Peter’s resignation leaves the 
board equally divided into two 
camps. No definite procedures have 
been followed in the past with re- 
spect to filling vacancies. The by- 
laws give the authority to the board 
to fill vacancies. Sometimes the 
board has selected the person next 
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highest on the previous balloting 
and other times, when a regular 
election was in the offing, the board 
refrained from filling the spot on 
the grounds that such an appoint- 
men would give the incumbent an 
unfair advantage in the coming 
election. 
By-laws committee 

An interim report by the by-laws 
committee was presented by chair- 
man Charles Schwan. Schwan sta- 
ted that his committee, consisting 
of Bordenet, Bev Fonda, Bruce 
Bowman, Mat Amberg, and George 
Adams, mainly concerned itself 
with eliminating duplications and 
clearing up inconsistencies and so 
far has reached unanimous agree- 
ment in its work. Comproni sug- 
gested that the committee also get 
into such substantive matters as 
election procedures, audit commit- 
tee functions, rules governing con- 
flict-of-interest, limitations of ser- 
vice on board, and formal audit 
reports. Helm suggested that a 
public, hearing be held when the 
committee has finished its work. 

Water Lines 

The board took emergency action 
to relieve a critical situation in the 
clogged water lines at 8 Research 
by authorizing $5,000 from contin- 
gency reserves for replacement of 
all water lines. At the same time 
it alloted management $9,000 to 
purchase a new Backhoe loader 
(tractor-digger) to help expedite 
the work. A motion to provide 
another $10,000 from contingency 
reserves to meet future emergen- 
cies in the water lines was tabled 
until the maintenance committee 
brought forth its report, scheduled 
for the February 28 meeting. 

News Review Rent 

At the Greenbelt Development 
Corporation meeting following the 
GHI meeting, Helm moved that the 
News Review immediately be charg- 
ed a rent of $50 a month, to be 
modified if the paper can produce 
financial records showing inability 
to pay the sum. This motion was 
tabled, in view of a forthcoming 
meeting scheduled between the 
News Review board and GDC rep- 
resentatives. 


Cherry recommended that man- 
agement look into the possibility of 
converting the basement space in 
the GDC apartments into residen- 
tial apartments. He said that other 
apartments (not owned by GDC) 
across the street have converted 
some of their basements into a- 
partments. 

Tid-bits 

Management disclosed that it 
spent $1,082.18 in connection with 
the ill-fated housing for the elderly 
project, mostly architect’s fees and 
expenses ($612) and land survey 
fees ($400) . Competitive bids 
on Group Creditor’s life insurance 
(for the sales refinancing program) 
were turned over to the finance 
committee for its recommendations,
